ALL OF BRYAN AND BRAZOS COUNTY 
MOURN DEATH OF MR. E. G. JENKINS 


Cut short in the prime and flush 
of his young manhood by that one 
dread disease for which science has 
found no palliative, Edwin Gillespie 
Jenkins passed away at a Houston 
sanitarium at 6:45 Monday evening. 
As a vigorous young forest oak may 
be snapped at its base because it is 
too strong to bend like a willow be­ 
fore the storm of the elem ents, so 
was the life of this young man cut 
short just when he had attained the 
full srength of his manhood and look­ 
ed out on a life of success and use­ 
fulness. 
The citizens o f Bryan and 
all in Brazos county and elsewhere 
who knew the sterling worth, pleas­ 
ing personality and bright prospects 
of Edwin Jenkins, join 
parents and 
fam ily in 
sorrowing for this 
loss, 
which the community has sustained 
in his death. 
B iographical Sketch. 
Edward Gillespie Jenkins was the 
>on of Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Jenkins, a 
well known and mueh-respected cou­ 
ple of this community, 
and 
was born 
in Bryan 
February ti* 1895. 
He 
joined the Methodist church at the 
early age of nine and has since led 
an exemplary life. 
He graduated 
from Allen Academy in 1912. 
In 
1916 he received the degree of bach- 
t lor of arts from Southwestern Uni­ 
versity, Georgetown, that time-hon­ 
ored Methodist 
institution 
whose 
graduates played so large a part in 
making of Texas and whose gradu­ 
ates rank so high today. 
Not content 
with one college degree, Mr. Jen­ 
kins next attended 
the 
Galveston 
branch of Texas U niversity and in 
1918 was granted the degree of Ph. 
G. in pharmacy. 
When he came out 
of college this second time his coun­ 
try was calling for its best manhood 
to come to its defense and to the de­ 
fense of the rights of man. 
Answer­ 
ing this call, immediately upon his 
graduation* he entered the army in 
June, 1918. 
But fortunately 
for 
hint and for the world, the conflict 
was rapidly drawing to its close and 
in January, I til 9, he was honorably 
discharged. 
M arries N acogdoches Girl. 
On March 19, 1919, two month* 
follow ing his discharge from service, 
he and Miss Ruth Lloyd of Nacog­ 
doches were married, 
shortly prior 
to this he had gone into the drug 
business, becoming the junior part­ 
ner in the Jenkins Drug company, of 
Bryan. 
Mr. Jenkins was a member 
of the Masonic Lodge in Bryan. He 
was a member of the Phi Delta Theta 
Fraternity having been elected in his 
freshman year in Southwestern. He 
wus a m ender of the Phi Delta c hi 
fraternity at Galveston. 
In Novem­ 
ber, 1920, he was elected a steward 
in the Methodist church, Bryan. 
He 
is survived by his w ife and hi* 11- 
months-old daughter, Elizabeth, and 
parents, Mf. and Mrs. E. J. Jenkins.

SOUTHHAMPTON, England, June 20.— The White Star 
Liner, Olympic, is making its present trip to New York on thi* 
occasion in an attempt to solve the ship liquor problem.

If the American authorities 
do not break the seals and confiscate the stocks the ship's 
officials will open the stores after the vessel has passed the 
three-mile limit on its return voyage.

WHAT IS THE COUNTY 
AGENT WORTH TO YOU? 


There is a tale current among ex­ 
tension workers that one farmer of 
radical tendencies decided that the 
salary of the county agent in his 
county was a useless extravagance, 
and should be stricken out by the 
commissioners’ court. 
Accordingly, 
he spent six days riding a mule from 
from one end of the county to the 
other circulating a petition that the 
office of county agent be abolished 
in his county. 
But when he present­ 
ed this petition to the court one of 
the commissioners took him to the 
court records, looked up the assess­ 
ed valuation of his property, 
and 
after a few minutes figuring showed 
him that the county agent was cost­ 
ing him just 30c a year. 
A little fig­ 
uring along these lines in Brazos 
county 
is 
interesting. 
There are 
about 26,000 persons 
in 
Brazos 
county, or 5,000 families. 
Three 
thousand of these families 
are 
on 
farms and get the benefit of what 
the entire 5,000 pays in taxes toward 
the support of the county agent and 
home demonstration 
agent, 
This 
amount totals $2,000 per year, we 
;re informed. 
Dividing this $2,000 
through by the total number of fam­ 
ilies In the county, we find that dem­ 
onstration work costs the 
average 
family head just 40c a year, or 20c 
for each of the two persons employ­ 
ed. 
Will anyone say they are not 
worth it? 
Brazos county has a coun­ 
ty agent and home demonstration 
igent much above the average. 
In 
fact, Brazos county is known all 
>ver Texas as the county of model 
rural communities. 
It has not been 
long since its reputation in this re­ 
spect was not so good. 
The re 
markable change in community spirit 
which 
has 
come about in Brazos 
county seems almost entirely due lo 
the work of its two agents. The fir t 
step in rural progress in the mingling 
of the people in the several commu­ 
nities. 
This mingling with its at­ 
tendant rural progress 
is /certainly 
coming about in Brazos county. 
For 
that reason we say that our county 
agent and home demonstration agent 
are worth to us many times the 
amount of their salaries.

The well is now drilling at a depth 
of 2190 feet, and has encountered 
another small ga.* and oil showing, 
and the driller, Mr. Hunt has order­ 
ed the core barrels sent to the shop 
to be repaired and sharpened and has 
arranged to take samples of this 
new' formation. 
The drill has proven 
beyond question that this well is 
sitting on an enclosed structure, and 
there is little question in the minds 
of the operators in charge that it 
will be made to produce oil in pay­ 
ing quantities. 
Operations at the 
well are in charge of F. E. Shelton, 
an expert operator, and the drilling 
is in charge of L. A. Hunt, the man 
who brought in the famous Golden 
Cycle well at 
Burkburnett, and who 
tamed the wild Wei ington gasser. 
The management of the company 
naturally believe with the drilling in 
charge of two such experienced men, 
their interests will not suffer in the 
least.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 
NUMBER 18 
Proposing an am endm ent to Article 
8. of the Constitution of the S tate 
of Texas, w'hich relates to ta x a ­ 
t i o n and revenues, 
by 
adding 
thereto a new section to be known 
as Section 9a, directing the Leg­ 
islature to provide for the con­ 
struction, operation and m ainten­ 
ance, und er State control, of a 
State system of public highways; 
providing for an election for the 
ratification or rejection of am end­ 
m ent herein proposed, and m ak ­ 
ing an appropriation to defray the 
expenses of said election. 
Be it resolved by the Legislature 
of the State of Texas! 
Section I. That there be subm itted 
to the people of Texas, for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at a special election 
provided for herein an am endm ent to 
Article 8, of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas, am ending said A r­ 
ticle 8, of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas by adding thereto a 
new section to be known as section 
9a, which shall read as follows: 
Section 9a. The Legislature is au­ 
thorized and directed to provide for 
the creation, establishment, construc­ 
tion, maintenance and repair of a 
system 
of 
improved 
highways 
throughout the State to be under 
the control of the State; and in or­ 
der th a t the State may provide tho 
means, revenues and instrum entali­ 
ties th e establishment and m ainten­ 
ance of such system of highways, th e 
Legislature is empowered to levy
